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British Coal Mining (Page 793) 

The output of saleable coal in September quarter 
was the highest in any third quarter of the year 
since 1930, and amounted to 54 million tons. Ship- 
ments abroad totalled 13} million tons, or nearly 
14 million tons less than a year earlier. The quan- 
tity available for home consumption, at 40} million 
tons, was nearly 3} million tons greater, and the 
quantity so available in the first nine months of the 
year, 130 million tons, was greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of any year since 1927. A check in 
the decline in the number of persons employed has 
become apparent, and working time was the highest 
in any September quarter since 1929. The average 
declared value of all coal exported was higher than 
in any quarter since 1927. Returns so far available 
show the cost of production to have increased by 
ld. per ton, while proceeds were slightly more than 
in the previous quarter, indicating a credit balance 
of 4d. per ton. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 797) 

Coal output in September, 1936, on a daily basis, 
was smaller in France by 94 per cent. than a year 
earlier, and greater in Germany by nearly 7 per 
cent.; in the United States bituminous production 
was 424 per cent. higher but anthracite output 13} 
per cent. lower. Daily production of pig iron in- 
creased in each of the countries specified, advancing 
by over 50 per cent. in the United States and very 
substantially in Luxemburg and Germany (including 
the Saar), as also in the United Kingdom. Crude 
steel output in Luxemburg was larger than in any 
month since October, 19380, while in the United 
Kingdom it was the highest on record, and except in 
France and the Saar, where increases were small, 
was materially greater in the other areas as compared 
with September, 1935, 


Economic Conditions in Belgium. (Page 799) 
Among the outstanding events in 1935 were the 
change of Government in March and the devaluation 
of the franc which followed almost immediately. 
Following the latter there came a repatriation of 
capital, and it cannot be denied, writes the Commer- 
cial Counsellor to H.M, Embassy at Brussels, that 
the prompt and virile measures taken by the new 
Government brought about a complete volte face 
in the general outlook. From that time on there was 
a steady recovery in the economic situation, but the 
problem now before Belgian industry is to retain the 
position of relative prosperity gained last year. 


Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 801) 

The net tonnage of vessels engaged in the foreign 
trade that arrived with cargo in October, 1936, was 
8:3 per cent. more than in October, 1935, while that 
of vessels arriving in ballast showed an increase of 
4-8 per cent.; departures with cargo rose by 2:1 per 
cent. and those in ballast by 16:2 per cent. The 
coasting trade, as in August, received a check in 
October from the all-round increase noted for each of 
the other eight months as compared with a year 
earlier, the tonnage of vessels arriving in ballast 
declining by 1°3 per cent.; increases were recorded, 
however, in the other three categories and ranged up 
to 2-9 per cent. in departures with cargo. 


Foreign Exchanges in November (Page 804) 

The only considerable movement among the 
principal European exchange rates quoted in London 
was a fall of nearly 1 per cent. in the value of sterling 
in relation to belgas in the first week of the month. 
Five of seven European currencies showed sterling 
to have appreciated since the end of October by 
between 0-2 and 0°5 per cent. Both United States 
and Canadian dollars weakened at the end of Novem- 
ber, and there was a decline in the Japanese yen 
on the last day. 


Summary of Contents 





Wholesale Prices in Foreign Countries (Page 806) 

Prices rose during the third quarter of the year in 
each of the countries specified, though in Germany 
the upward movement was only slight. The increase 
was most marked in France, the index for September 
showing a rise of about 94 per cent. on that for June. 
Compared with a year earlier prices in France were 
18 per cent., in Belgium 6 per cent., in Germany y 
per cent., and in the United States 1 per cent. 
higher; in the United Kingdom the rise was nearly 
74 per cent. 


Treatment of Coal for the Market (Page 810) 

Some of the striking developments which are 
taking place in the preparation of coal for marketing 
are indicated in a review of the Annual Report of the 
Fuel Research Board. 


New Capital Issues (Page 811) 

For the eleven completed months of 1936 a total 
of £197 million is shown for issues of new capital in 
the United Kingdom. This compares with £171 
million, £137 million and £126 million respectively 
for the corresponding periods of the three preceding 
years. 


Distribution of French Trade (Page 816) 

Imports in the first ten months of 1936 showed a 
rise in value from 29 countries and a decrease from 
the other ten separately classified, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1935. There was a fall 
in exports to 20 countries. Imports from Great 
Britain rose by 6:1 per cent. and exports to Great 
Britain by 17:2 per cent. 


Anglo-Argentine Trade Relations (Page 818) 
A new Trade Agreement between the United 
Kingdom and Argentina was signed on December 1. 


Anglo-Yugoslav Trade Agreement (Page 818) 

A Trade and Payments Agreement between the 
United Kingdom and Yugoslavia was signed on 
November 27 and will come into force not later than 
January 1 next. The text of the Agreement is re- 
produced, and is followed by a list of articles subject 
to restriction on their importation into Yugoslavia 
from the United Kingdom. 


Australian Tariff Decisions (Page 819) 
Additional decisions respecting the application of 
the Australian Customs Tariff are announced. They 
cover a wide variety of articles. 


Irish Free State Quotas. (Page 820) 

Further periods have been prescribed by the Irish 
Free State Executive Council for the restricted 
importation of outer covers of pneumatic motor car 
tyres, and inner tubes, raw onions, certain filament 
lamps, marble chips, and certain types of footwear. 


Anglo-Italian Trade and Payments (Page 825) 

A third Memorandum has been prepared by the 
Anglo-Italian Clearing Office for the guidance of 
traders with Italy. It deals with the utilisation of 
lire deposits made with the Istituto Nazionale per i 
Cambi con |’Estero in respect of certain outstanding 
trade debts and of certain financial remittances. 


Cinematograph Films (Page 826) 

Revised regulations made by the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise in relation to certain 
imported negative cinematograph films of British 
production are the subject of Statutory Rules and 
Orders, the text of which is rendered in full. 
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BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY 
THE THIRD QUARTER OF 1936 


The output of saleable coal during the past quarter 
amounted to 54 million tons, or 4 million tons more 
than in the previous quarter and nearly 2} million tons 
more than during the corresponding quarter of 1935. 
It was the highest output in any September quarter 
since 1930, when 564 million tons were produced. 


Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and the 
coal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel ex- 
ported) during the quarter, amounted to 13} million 
tons, nearly 14 million tons more than in the previous 
quarter, but nearly 1} million tons less than in the 
third quarter of 1935. The quantity of coal available 
for consumption in Great Britain was 404 million tons, 
which was over ? million tons less than during the 
June quarter, but was nearly 3} million tons greater 
than in the third quarter of 1935. The quantity so 
available in the first nine months of the year was 
130 million tons, which is greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of any year since 1927. 


The seasonal reduction in employment is less marked 
than in previous years. A check is now apparent in 
the decline in the number of persons employed, and 
all districts except South Wales and Monmouth and 
the ‘‘ Other English Districts ’’ showed increases 
when compared with a year ago, the net result being 
that, on the average, there were only 800 fewer wage- 
earners on colliery books. Working time at the pits 
continues to improve and was the highest in any 
September quarter since 1929. Taking into account 
the numbers employed and the time worked, the 
volume of employment during the quarter was frac- 
tionally less than during the June quarter, but 4 per 
cent. higher than during the corresponding quarter 
of 1935. 


The average declared value of all coal exported 
during the quarter was higher than in any quarter 
since 1927. Making allowance for the change in the 
qualities exported, the average price of anthracite 
was 114d. per ton higher than a year ago, and the 
average price of other kinds of coal exported was over 
6d. per ton higher. 


As regards conditions in the export markets, the 
rate of quota in France remained unchanged at 52°65 
per cent.; there was no change in the rate of quota in 
Belgium, but imports of United Kingdom coal showed 
some improvement as compared with the previous 
quarter, probably as a result of an improvement in the 
price level following an increase in Belgian coal prices 
as from July 1. Exports to Germany also improved 
in comparison with the preceding quarter, the monthly 
import quota for United Kingdom coal and coke hav- 
ing increased in consequence of greater coal consump- 
tion in Germany. 


Shipments to Italy remained virtually suspended, 
while exports to Spain were adversely affected by the 
outbreak of the Civil War, with the consequent dislo- 
cation of normal trade channels. 


August 1, 1936, saw the introduction of a system 
of organised selling by owners of coal mines. This 
was effected by means of amendments to the District 
Schemes in force under Part I of the Coal Mines Act, 
1930. A scheme for the central selling of coal had 
been in operation in the Lancashire and Cheshire Dis- 
trict since July, 1985. Central Selling Schemes on 
this model have now been brought into force in the 
districts of Shropshire, South Staffordshire and the 
Forest of Dean. The scheme introduced in the Mid- 
land (Amalgamated) District provides for the sale of 





coal centrally by groups of owners in the district, the 
activities of the groups being co-ordinated through 
representative Committees. The schemes for the 
remaining districts provide for the central control of 
the sale of coal. The individual coalowner retains his 
function as a seller of coal, but a representative body 
in each district exercises control over the quantities of 
coal sold and prices that may be quoted. At the same 
time, by means of amendments introduced in the 
Central Scheme powers have been given to the Central 
Council of Colliery Owners to enable the operation of 
the district selling schemes to be co-ordinated. 


Output 


As stated above, the quantity of saleable coal raised 
during the quarter was 54 million tons, as compared 
with 534 million tons in the previous quarter and 51°9 
million tons in the third quarter of 1935, and is the 
highest output for any September quarter since 1930. 


As compared with June quarter, output increased 
in South Wales and Monmouth (5:3 per cent.), Derby, 
Nottingham and Leicester (4:7 per cent.) and to a 
lesser extent in Durham, Northumberland and York- 
shire. Decreases occurred in the remaining districts 
and principally in Scotland (6-7 per cent.) and Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire and North Wales (4:7 per cent.), where 
employment was more affected by the annual holidays 
than in other districts. 


As compared with September quarter of 1935 output 
increased in all districts except South Wales and 
Monmouth and the ‘‘ Other English Districts.’’ The 
increases varied from about 3 per cent. in Northumber- 
land to nearly 9 per cent. in Lancashire, Cheshire and 
North Wales.

NuMBERS EMPLOYED 


The seasonal increase in employment was only 
noticeable in the last three weeks of the quarter, or at 
about the same time as last year. 


The average number of wage-earners on colliery 
books during the quarter was 749,000, as compared 
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with 757,400 during the previous quarter and 749.800 
in the third quarter of 1935. 


As compared with June quarter, all districts showed 
reductions, and principally South Wales and Mon- 
mouth (2,800), Yorkshire (1,600) and Derbyshire, 
Nottingham and Leicester (1,500). 


As compared with September quarter, 1935, the only 
districts to show decreases were South Wales and Mon- 
mouth (6,400) and the ‘‘ Other English Districts ”’ 
(1,900). Of the other districts, the greatest improve- 
ment in employment took place in Scotland (3,100) 
and Durham (2,100). 


The following table shows the average number of 
wage-earners on colliery books in Great Britain in the 
quarters ended September and June, 1936, and Sep- 
tember, 1935. The numbers include a few persons

Days WorKED AND Lost 


The average time worked during the quarter was over 
60 days, or 4 day more than in the preceding quarter 
and 24 days more than in the corresponding quarter of 
1935. 


On the average 11 days were lost through want of 
trade, 1 day more than in the previous quarter but 24 
days less than in the corresponding quarter of 1935. In 
Yorkshire, Lancashire and the Midland Counties, the 
average time so lost was 19 days, and in the remaining 
districts 3% days.

The rate of output of coal during the September 
quarter of 1936 was estimated to have been 23} ewts, 
per manshift, or  cwt. more than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1935. 


CoaL SHIPPED ABROAD 


Shipments of coal abroad (including the coal- 
equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel exported) 
amounted to 13} million tons, 244 per cent. of the total 
output of coal. As compared with the previous quarter, 
there was an increase of 1,443,000 tons (all classes of 
the trade sharing the improvement except manufac- 
tured fuel), but as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1935 there was a decrease of 1,224,000 tons, 
all classes of shipments being concerned and principally 
coal shipments. 


The changes in each class of shipment traffic are 
shown below, together with the approximate tonnage 
of oil fuel shipped as foreign bunkers : —

(a) Coal Cargo Shipments Abroad.—The principal 
destinations to which cargo shipments of coal only 
were consigned abroad during the quarters ended Sep- 
tember, 1936, June, 1936, and September, 1935, were 
as shown in the table at the head of the next page. 


As compared with June quarter coal exports to 
European and Mediterranean countries increased by 
838,000 tons. There was a decline in the quantity of 
coal exported to Spain and Portugal (100,000 tons) and 
to Malta, Gibraltar and the Channel Islands (36,000 
tons), but to all other destinations increases were 
recorded, principally France and Belgium (284,000 
tons), and Egypt, Algeria and other countries (240,000 
tons). No shipments of coal to Italy took place during 
the quarter. Outside Europe, shipments of coal to all 
destinations were slightly higher than in June quarter. 


As compared with September quarter, 1935, ship- 
ments to Europe and Mediterranean countries declined 
by 686,000 tons, principally on account of the cessation 
of Italian shipments. Other decreases were more than 
offset by increases to Scandinavia (183,000 tons), the 
Baltic States (147,000 tons), and the Irish Free State 
(55,000 tons). Shipments to American destinations 
declined by 237,000 tons.

CONSUMPTION OF CoaL AT HomE 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain during the quarter amounted to 403 
million tons and was higher than in any previous Sep- 
tember quarter since 1927, when the quantity so 
available was 42°4 million tons. It was over ? million 
tons less than in the previous quarter, when the 
quantity so available was 41:1 million tons. As com- 
. pared with the corresponding quarter of 1935 the 
quantity available for consumption was nearly 
3} million tons higher. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
and imported, less the tonnage shipped abroad and to 
Northern Ireland, but make no allowance for changes 
in the stocks of coal held by producers and consumers. 


SELLING PRICES 


Quotations for household coal in London markets 
showed the customary seasonal increase, but quotations 
for coal for export, on the whole, showed little 
movement. 

The average declared value of all coal exported 
during the past quarter was 17s. 2d. per ton f.o.b., 
which compares with 16s. 1ld. per ton during the 
previous quarter and 16s. 44d. per ton during the third 
quarter of 1935. This is the highest declared value in 
any quarter since June quarter, 1927. Making allow- 
ance for changes in the quantities of coal and anthra- 
cite of different classes exported, the average price 
level was about 13d. per ton higher than during the 
previous quarter and 63d. per ton higher than it was 
@ year ago.

There were 227 persons killed and 723 persons seri- 
ously injured* by accidents in and about mines under 
the Coal Mines Act, 1911, during the quarter; 58 
deaths resulted from an explosion at Wharncliffe 
Woodmoor Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Colliery, Yorkshire, on 
August 6.

Coal production on a daily basis was greater in 
September than in the previous month in all the coun- 
tries shown except Belgium, where there was a small 
decline. Daily output in Poland advanced by 8} per 
cent., in France by over 6 per cent. and in Germany by 
24 per cent. In the United States daily production of 
bituminous coal rose by 16} per cent. and that of 
anthracite by 214 per cent. Compared with a year 
earlier, daily output was smaller in France by 9} per 
cent. and greater in Germany by nearly 7 per cent., 
while the figures for Belgium and Poland showed little 
change; in the United States bituminous production 
was 424 per cent, higher, but anthracite output 
decreased by 13} per cent.

* The monthly particulars from September, 1935, to September, 1936, are ex- 
clusive of the production of steel castings and also of crucible and electric steel 
ingots, monthly details of these descriptions of steel not being reported; the 
average monthly production in 1935 of steel castings was 12,679 tons, and of 


crucible and electric steel ingots 43,538 tons, and these quantities are included 
in the monthly average for 1935, 


Crude steel production in September, as compared 
with August, showed a substantial increase in the 
United Kingdom, France and Luxemburg, while for 
the other countries for which particulars are shown in 
the table little change was recorded. In connection 
with the increase shown for France it should be 
observed that production in August was exceptionally 
low owing to unsettled conditions in the industry. The 
September output in Luxemburg exceeded that of any 
month since October, 1980, while the United Kingdom 
production for the month was the highest on record. 
Production in each of the countries specified showed 
an increase compared with September, 1935, which, 
except in the case of France and the Saar, was sub- 
stantial. The following table shows the percentage 
increases or decreases in production in September, 
1936, as compared with a month and a year earlier :—

ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS AND 


Among the outstanding events in Belgium, which 
had considerable bearing upon the economic life of the 
country in 1935, must be mentioned, *writes the 
Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Brussels, 
the change of Government which took place in March 
and the devaluation of the frane which followed almost 
immediatery. 


The year had opened on a note of optimism, and it 
was generaliy felt that with the conclusion of the 
Rome Pact and the solution of the Saar menace, com- 
parative safety had .been brought to Europe. 


Industrial and business circles, while maintaining an 
optimistic outlook, realised, however, that much 
ground required to be covered before a return of 
Belgium’s prosperity could be expected. Dissension 
in Governmental circles, a serious deficit in the 
Budget, the application of an intensified quota 
system, the instability of foreign exchange, and 
hore particularly the uncertainty of the future of 
the franc, were some of the factors which continued 
to hinder trade and which served as obstacles to any 
form of constructive policy. 


Tho special powers accorded to the de Broqueville 
Cabinet were to expire on January 31, 1935, and it was 
felt that, unless drastic steps were taken, a serious 
Position might arise. The new Prime Minister,

M,. Theunis, obtained a prolongation of these special 
powers, which had for their purpose a double aim :— 


(1) Securing the stability of the Belgian franc; 
(2) Carrying on the work of restoration of the 
national economy. 


The capital task was to produce a balanced Budget 
which would renew confidence and would mark an 
improvement in the ‘‘ Rentes’’ market, making it 
possible to contemplate conversion operations. Every 
endeavour was to be used to bring about an industrial 
revival and to reduce unemployment. The policy of 
deflation had met with a strong resistance on the part 
of the Socialists, and the financial situation had 
become more acute, so much so that in February M. 
Theunis approached the French Government in person 
for assistance, but without success. On his return 
from France he resigned office, and a new Government 
was formed under M, van Zeeland, who immediately 
put in force exchange and other restrictions, which 


culminated in a devaluation of the franc on March 31, 
1935. 


Although the news of the devaluation was received 


by the country with comparative calmness, the acute- 
ness of the situation and the inevitability of this step 
had been realised in expert circles. 


ManaGep Economy AND Monetary Po.icy 


A new Governmental policy of managed economy 
was put into operation almost immediately after de- 
valuation, and laws were passed whereby the public 
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were notified that it was the Government’s intention 
to control the banks and industry in the same manner 
as was done in other countries. Private initiative and 
freedom to produce were less threatened under that 
régime than under the previous Government’s defla- 
tionary policy, which involved compulsory producers’ 
agreements. 

The crux of the new programme was the monetary 
policy. The gold standard had always been hotly 
advocated in Belgium, and although some responsible 
opinion was in favour of attaching the belga to sterling 
after devaluation, members of the Government 
insisted on attaching the belga to gold. Propagandists 
for deflation imagined that the advance in prices would 
be steep and rapid, but this was not the case, and the 
Government insisted that only the increase in costs of 
production would be considered as a valid reason for 
raising retail prices. 

Following devaluation there came a repatriation of 
capital. The movement was due partly to fears for 
the stability of the Dutch guilder, and subsequently 
for that of the French france. It cannot be denied that 
the prompt and virile measures taken by the new 
Government brought about a complete ‘‘ volteface ”’ 
in the general outlook. Within a few days, people 
regained confidence and a more optimistic feeling in 
all spheres prevailed. 


Economic RECOVERY 


From this time on there was a steady recovery in 
the economic situation of Belgium, and with it came 
measures of political tranquillity. In spite of internal 
disputes among the political parties, from all branches 
of industry reports of renewed activity were received, 
confirmed by a simultaneous decrease in the number 
of unemployed. 

The effect of devaluation on Belgium’s foreign trade 
was less apparent, although, be it noted, the improve- 
ment in business at Antwerp was manifest, in that 
over 11,000 vessels entered the port in 1935, with an 
excess over 1934 tonnage of more than one million tons 
of merchandise. If the statistics of Belgium’s foreign 
trade did not register the same improvement as those 
of the home market, it must be said in defence that 
international trade, generally, was seriously hampered 
by restrictions and the absence of satisfactory trade 
agreements. 


Events SuspsEQuent to Marcu 81, 1936 


The following paragraphs give a brief résumé of 
events of economic significance from the presentation 
by M. van Zeeland to Parliament, on April 5, 1936, 
of his report on his year’s tenure of office up to 
July 16:— 

When he faced Parliament, on March 29, 1935, M. 
van Zeeland asked for ‘‘ special powers ’’ to govern by 
decree for one year, within which period he considered 
that the national economy would have recovered from 
the crisis. He might, therefore, have resigned on 
April 1, 1936, but he was requested to remain in office 
until after the General Elections, which were to be 
held on May 24. It may here be mentioned that, 
though in the beginning of 1936 the economic recovery 
noted during 1935 was continued in the main, a serious 
slackening of business set in after March 7, as a result 
of the apprehension and uncertainty caused by the re- 
occupation of the Rhineland by the German army. 
The international situation did not show prospects of 
improving rapidly, and so the van Zeeland Government 
resigned in an atmosphere almost of crisis. 

The elections showed, as was expected, a swing 
away from the three ‘traditional ’’ parties— 
Socialists, Catholics and Liberals—to what may be 
conveniently called the ‘‘ extremists,’’ but the 
Socialists lost fewer seats than the Catholics and 
became the largest group in the Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives. The Socialists consequently claimed the 
right to form a Government, but difficulty was experi- 
enced in finding a leader. Finally, the King called 
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upon M. van Zeeland to form a new “‘ National 
Government.’’ M. van Zeeland, although he had 
expressed the intention of retiring from political life 
after his twelve months’ task was completed, accepted. 
A first attempt was unsuccessful, and nearly a fort- 
night had elapsed since the election of Parliament 
without a Government having been formed, when, on 
June 2, a strike suddenly broke out among the dockers 
at Antwerp, and a new Government, under M. van 
Zeeland, was eventually formed on June 13. 

After a week’s deadlock at Antwerp a strike broke 
out in a coal mine in the Liége district, and the 
epidemic then spread rapidly throughout the whole 
country, until at length practically the whole of the 
industrial machine was stopped. The strikers in all 
industries produced lists of grievances, and for a week 
conciliation committees were meeting, under the pre- 
sidency of members of the Government, in order to 
reach agreements in each separate industry. 

As promised on June 22, the Government intro. 
duced, two days later, three Bills providing (1) for 
complete liberty of association for workmen; (2) for 
the introduction of a 40-hour week in industries where 
conditions of work are specially unhealthy, dangerous 
or unpleasant; and (8) instituting an annual holiday of 
six days on full pay in all industries. These Bills were 
passed by the Chamber of representatives on June 27 
without any adverse votes, a small number of members 
expressing disapproval only by abstaining from voting. 


Errects or New Laws 


It is, however, obvious that the new laws, and the 
agreements to increase wages reached between 
employers and employees in settlement of the strike, 
will have as their effect a considerable increase in the 
labour costs of production of the whole of Belgian 
industry. It is difficult to estimate the percentage of 
total costs which this increase may represent, and even 
more difficult to say whether or not it will wipe out 
all the benefits gained from the devaluation of the 
franc in March, 1935. 

The problem now before Belgian industry is to retain 
the position of relative prosperity gained during 1935. 
Labour costs have risen; there seems little reason to 
expect any fall in the cost of raw materials. The cost 
of borrowing money seems capable of little further 
reduction; there is even a possibility that it may be 
forced up again owing to the banks being obliged to 
charge higher rates for overdrafts and advances in 
order to cover the higher salaries paid to their staffs. 
The fourth main element in costs of production— 
taxation—would therefore appear to provide the poten- 
tial solution of the problem. 

The conclusion seems inevitable, however, that 
the Belgian Government will be unable to reduce the 
taxation of industry to any appreciable extent, and 
that the Belgian industrial system, burdened by 4 
sudden increase in total costs of production, will find 
it more difficult to compete in the export markets, and 
even in the home market. 


Foreign TRADE AND THE FRANC 


The figures of the foreign trade of the Belgo-Luxem- 
burg Economic Union given in Appendix III to the 
Commercial Counsellor’s Report can be interpreted as 
demonstrating clearly that the devaluation of the 
Belgian, franc in March, 1935, was followed by a revival 
of prosperity. Total imports into the Union in 1935 
exceeded total imports in 1934 by approximately 3,303 
million frances, or 23°5 per cent. of 1934 figures; while 
exports in 1935 were greater than exports in 1934 by 
2,351 million frs., or 17 per cent. In 1984, both 
exports and imports had been less in value than in the 
previous year. 

It is true that the mere fact of the devaluation of 
the franc, even if unaccompanied by any revival 10 
prosperity, would have accounted for an increase 11 
the value of imports, and, to a lesser extent, in that of 
exports, and in this connection it may be noted that 
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the total weight of imports in 1935 was less by 3°7 per 
cent. than in 1934, while total exports weighed only 
15 per cent, more (the aggregate weight of an un- 
homogeneous mass of goods is, of course, a very un- 
trustworthy index). 

The conclusion that the devaluation of the frane 
was accompanied by a revival Mm prosperity is con- 
firmed by comparison of the figures for the first three 
months of 1935 and 1936 respectively. In the first 
three months of 1936 total imports were 5,324 million 
frs., or 61°6 per cent. more in value than in the corre- 
sponding period in 1935 immediately before the de- 
valuation; while exports had increased in the inter- 
yening period by 1,416 million frs., or 42°4 per cent. 
This improvement was maintained in April. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KinGpoM

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Thus, increases in value of both imports and exports 
are shor n, with a decrease in the weight of imports 
from the United Kingdom in both periods. 

The most noteworthy increases in the value of 
exports from Belgium and Luxemburg to the United 
Kingdom took place, in 1935, under the headings of 
animals and animal products, mineral products, 
textiles, and metals and manufactures of metal; and, 
comparing the first three months of 1936 with the 
corresponding period in 1935, increases are seen under 
the same headings, with the addition of vegetable 
products and leather and skins. 

United Kingdom exports to the Economic Union 
show considerable increases, when both the above 
periods are compared with the corresponding periods 
of a year before, under the headings of animals and 
animal products, mineral products, leather and skins, 
and textiles. In the first three months of 1936 
imports of ‘‘ metals and manufactures of metal ’’ and 
‘“* machinery ’’ were considerably larger in value than 
«a year before; but, comparing 1935 with 1934, 
‘* machinery ’’ shows an increase of some 24 million 
frs., while ‘‘ metals and manufactures of metal ’’ show 
a fall roughly equal in value. 

In order to obtain a true picture of the effect on 
United Kingdom exports to Belgium of the devalua- 
tion of the franc, each product must be considered 
separately, and not only the value but also the 
quantity of imports must be taken into account. There 
follow, therefore, in the Commercial Counsellor’s 
Report, some remarks on the trade in the following 
goods, which occupy an important place in the total 
export trade of the United Kingdom to the Belgo- 
Luxemburg Economie Union :—Wool, coal, meat 
extracts, leather and skins, pharmaceutical and toilet 
products, woollen piece-goods, silk and artificial silk 
piece-goods, cotton yarns and goods, and rubber tyres. 


SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN OCTOBER 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during October, 1936, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 7,527,000 tons, or 580,000 tons 
(83 per cent.) more than in October, 1935. For the 
majority of the trading areas specified in the returns 
increases were recorded, the largest being in respect of 
“Northern Europe (Foreign) ’’; there were also sub- 
stantial increases for ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, 
India ’’ and ‘‘ North America—Atlantic Coast.’’ The 
lecreases recorded were unimportant. As regards the 
nationalities of the vessels, there was a marked 
increase of 482,000 tons (12 per cent.) in British 
tonnage, the only other noteworthy increase being for 
Norwegian vessels—109,000 tons (80 per cent.). The 
largest decrease, 37,000 tons (11 per cent.), related to 
Dutch tonnage. Of the total net tonnage that arrived 
with cargo in October, 1936, about 61 per cent. was 
British, as against 59 per cent. in October, 1935. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
October, 1936, at any port in the United Kingdom 
without cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as 
arriving in ballast) was 2,879,000 tons, or 133,000 tons 
(48 per cent.) more than in October of last year. 
British tonnage increased by 20,000 tons (about 1 per 
tent.), French by 65,000 tons (33 per cent.), German 
by 44,000 tons (21 per cent.) and Dutch by 41,000 tons 
(28 per cent.), while Norwegian tonnage showed a 
decrease of 15,000 tons (13 per cent.). The British 
share of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast declined 
from 65 per cent. in October, 1935, to 63 per cent. in 
October, 1936, while of the total British arrivals with 
targo and in ballast, the tonnage in ballast fell from 
40 per cent. to 28 per cent. in the same period. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during October, 1936, from ports 
% which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 








6,213,000 tons, or 128,000 tons (271 per cent.) more 


‘ than in October, 1985. The increase affected most of 


the trading areas, being largest in respect of *‘ North 
America—Atlantic Coast,’’ while a considerable 
increase was also recorded for “‘ South America— 
Atlantic Coast.’’ Decreases were shown for only three 
areas, the largest relating to ‘‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean Countries.’’ As regards nationalities, 
British tonnage increased by 128,000 tons (3 per cent.) 
and United States tonnage by 51,000 tons (30 per 
cent.), as compared with October, 1935. The decrease 
of 44,000 tons (5 per cent.) recorded for ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities ’’ was largely attributable to a falling- 
off in Spanish and Japanese tonnage. About 66 per 
cent. of the total net tonnage that departed with cargo 
in October, 1936, was British, as compared with 65 
per cent. a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
the month from ports at which they had loaded no 
cargo for abroad (recorded as departing in ballast) was 
4,480,000 tons, or 625,000 tons (16°2 per cent.) more 
than in October, 1935. British tonnage was higher by 
432,000 tons (21 per cent.), Norwegian by 97,000 tons 
(35 per cent.) and German by 48,900 tons (19 per 
cent.), while United States tonnage showed the largest 
decline—22,000 tons, or 11 per cent. The British pro- 
portion of the total net tonnage that departed in 
ballast in October, 1936, was 56 per cent., as against 
54 per cent. in October, 1935, while of the total British 
tonnage that departed, 38 per cent. was in ballast in 
the later and 35 per cent. in the earlier period.

The ‘course of the general index numbers of whole- 
sale prices during the thirteen months ended Septem- 
ber, 1936, in each of the countries named is set out in 
the following table. The subsequent paragraphs deal- 
ing with each country separately contain particulars of 
the groups of commodities covered by these index 
numbers, and show the quarterly movements of prices 
since the September quarter of 1935 for each group in 
addition to the general index numbers. 


Wholesale prices rose during the third quarter in 
each of the countries specified, though in Germany the 
upward movement was only slight. The increase was 
most marked in France, the index for September show- 
ing a rise of about 9} per cent. on that for June; while 
prices were rising throughout the quarter there was a 
marked increase following the devaluation of the franc 





on September 27, In Belgium small successive in- 
creases in July, August and September raised the index 
to the highest figure recorded since September, 198], 
In the United States prices rose slightly in July and 
August, but were unchanged in September, the index 
for that month being 3 per cent. higher than in June. 
The upward movement in the United Kingdom which 
commenced in June was continued in each of the three 
succeeding months; the increase during the quarter 
amounted to nearly 4 per cent., and the index for Sep- 
tember was the highest recorded for about six years, 
A comparison of the index numbers for September, 
1936, with those of a year earlier shows that prices in 
the later period were higher in France by 18 per cent., 
in the United Kingdom by nearly 74 per cent., in 
Belgium by 6 per cent., in Germany by 2 per cent.

Prices of foodstuffs as a whole showed marked rises 
in July and September, the index for the later month 
being the highest recorded since July, 19382; average 
prices for the quarter were 8} per cent. higher than in 
the previous quarter and 29 per cent. higher than a 
year earlier. Each of the three sub-groups contributed 
to these increases. Vegetable products were 10 per 
cent., animal products 7 per cent., and sugar, cocoa, 
coffee 8 per cent. dearer than in the June quarter; 
compared with the third quarter of 1935, the increases 
were 54, 19, and 9} per cent., respectively. 

In contrast to the rapid increase in prices of food- 


stuffs during the past year, prices of industrial 
materials moved but little up to the June quarter, 





while in the third quarter the increase of 3 per cent. 
was much less than that for food. Prices of minerals 
and metals advanced by 7 per cent. and commodities in 
the miscellaneous group by 24 per cent. ; textile prices 
on the average were practically unchanged. The index 
for the section shows a rise of rather more than 5 per 
cent. compared with the corresponding quarter of 1935, 
each of the three groups contributing to this increase. 
A further regrouping of the commodities into national 
and imported products shows that the former were on 
the average 7 per cent. dearer last quarter than in the 
June quarter, and the latter 34 per cent. dearer. Com- 
pared with the third quarter of 1935, prices of national 
products increased by 224 per cent., while those of 
imported products advanced only 3 per cent.

Average prices for agricultural produce as a whole 
were slightly higher in the third quarter of 1936 than 
in the second, seasonal increases for cattle and food- 
stuffs of animal origin being largely offset by declines 
in the other two sub-groups. Compared with a year 
earlier prices for the group were higher by 2 per cent., 
each sub-group showing a small increase, 


Prices in the industrial materials and semi-finished 
products group have been fairly steady during the first 
nine months of the year and the average for the Sep- 
tember quarter differed little from that of the two 
preceding quarters. In the various classes comprising 
this group the only changes of importance, as compared 
with the June quarter, were increases for rubber (4 per 
cent.) and skins and leather (24 per cent.), and a 
decrease of 64 per cent. for artificial fertilisers. Com- 
pared with the third quarter of 1935, average prices for 
the group as a whole were about 2% per cent. higher ; 
all but two of the classes showed increases, the largest 
being for rubber (374 per cent.), skins and leather (194 
per cent.), power and lubricating oils (74 per cent.) 
and textiles (6 per cent.) Prices in the coal and iron 
groups were substantially unchanged. 


The slight but steady upward movement in the prices 
of industrial finished goods which was recorded in the 
first six months of this year was continued during the 
third quarter, the rise being in respect of consumers’ 
goods. The index for the group was about 2 per cent. 
higher last quarter than a year earlier, consumers’ 
goods showing an increase of 3 per cent.; prices of 
producers’ goods have remained substantially un- 
ehanged throughout the year 


BELGIUM 


The figures, which are ealculated on the prices pre- 
vailing in the second half of each month, are published 
in the *‘ Revue de Travail ’’ by the Ministére de 
l'Industrie et du Travail. 
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Prices of foodstuffs declined during July but rose 
sharply in August and again in September, the average 
level of the three months being 34 per cent. above that 
of the preceding quarter and 7} per cent. higher than 
in the third quarter of 1935. 


Among industrial materials nearly all groups showed 
increases compared with the June quarter, the largest 
being for resinous products (114 per cent.), fuel (64 per 
cent.), paper (44 per cent.), and building materials (4 
per cent.); the only appreciable decline was in respect 
of coal tar and derivatives (over 54 per cent.) following 
a decrease of 8} per cent. in the preceding quarter. As 
compared with the third quarter of last year, prices 
were lower for tobacco (214 per cent.) and glass (about 
44 per cent.), but increases were recorded for all the 
other groups. Rubber was dearer by 364 per cent., 
building materials and chemical fertilisers each by over 
11 per cent., fuel by 9 per cent. and paper by 84 per 
cent. 


UNITED STATES 


The following figures are those compiled by the 
United States Bureau of Labour Statistics on the basis 
of average monthly prices. 


(Average of 1926 = 100) 
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Prices in the farm products and foods groups rose in 
each month last quarter and, on the average, were 
respectively 8 and 4 per cent. higher than in the June 
quarter. Compared with a year earlier, farm products 
were dearer by about 5} per cent., but foods were 2 per 
cent, cheaper. 


In the industrial groups the only price changes 
worthy of note, compared with the previous quarter, 
were increases of about 3 per cent. for chemicals and 
drugs and for miscellaneous products. Prices in the 
latter group were nearly 6 per cent. higher than in the 
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September quarter of 1935, while hides and leather 
products were dearer by 44 per cent. and fuel end 
lighting by 8 per cent.; prices rose to a smaller extent 
in each of the other groups, except textiles, for which 
an insignificant decline was recorded. 

A re-grouping of the commodities used in the index 
shows that raw materials increased in price by 54 per

TREATMENT OF COAL FOR MARKETING 


The *Annual Report of the Fuel Reseasch Board for the 
year ended March 31, 1936, refers to the increased efficiency 
in the use of coal during the last few years, which has 
resulted in striking reductions in consumption, although 
the total energy obtained from the coal and usefully applied 
has increased. 

Developments of an equally striking nature, the Report 
states, are taking place in methods of mining and of pre- 
paring coal for the market. In the last seven years, for 
example, the amount of coal cut by machines has increased 
from 23 per cent. to over 45 per cent. of the total output, 
and the amount of coal in small sizes cleaned by washing or 
dry-cleaning processes has increased in the same period from 
20 to 40 per cent. of the output. 

Coal is becoming more and more to be regarded as a raw 
material which requires processing before being offered for 
sale, and there are few instances where the whole of the 
coal from a seam is sold without grading, cleaning or other 
treatment. This change in mining practice is having a 
considerable influence on the programme of work of the 
Fuel Research Station and the nine Coa] Survey Labora- 
tories, situated in the various coalfields, of which it is the 
headquarters. 


Losses 1N Coat BREAKING 


In the past, large coal has generally realised the highest 
prices, but to meet the needs of modern industrial practice 
and the capacity of the modern coal cellar, graded and 
cleaned coal of smaller sizes is now equally or more valuable 
for many purposes. To meet this new demand the practice 
of sizing of coal by screening and, in some cases, the aug- 
menting of certain sizes by deliberate breaking of large 
coal, such as has long been the practice with Welsh anthra- 
cite, is extending in districts where the market for large 
coal is diminishing. 

The questions of deliberate breakage and of preservation 
of sizes are being investigated by the Fuel Research Station 
and by the staff of the Coal Survey Laboratories. Work 
on the problem is being carried out in co-operation with 
a number of collieries, particularly in South Wales. In 
the course of these investigations experiments on five seams, 
not very different chemically, have shown that they behave 
differently in the breakers, so that it may be necessary to 
select seams for breaking. These experiments clearly show 
that in some cases there is a very considerable loss of 
valuable coal during breaking for which it is hoped that 
further research will provide a remedy. 


GRADING AND BLENDING 


Another matter is the large number of different size 
grades that are being placed upon the market. There appears 
little doubt, the Report states, that a reduction in the 
number of these grades will simplify the selling of coal, and 
the Board welcome the appointment of a Committee by the 
Midland Institute of Mining Engineers and the South and 
West Yorkshire Coal Owners’ Association to investigate the 
matter. 


Considerable attention has been paid during the year to 
the question of the mixing or blending of coal from different 
seams, a matter which is of special importance in the manu- 
facture of coke. There are already signs, the Report states, 
of a shortage in first-class coking smalls in the country, and 
it has been recognised that the supply of the finest coking 
coals is limited, although there is no lack of coal possessing 
medium coking properties. 

The work carried out at the Fuel Research Station on 
coal cleaning has been directed mainly to the cleaning of 
fine and difficult coals, the clarification of washery water 
and the recovery of fine coal from it. The cleaning of coal

conditions, such as the extent to which any particular ¢q| 
can or should be cleaned. 


‘“* AcTIvVE’’ CaRBON FoR Gas Masks 


Much valuable work has been carried out with the gas 
making plant and the low-temperature carbonisation retorts 
at the Fuel Research Station. The investigations on in. 
creasing the amount of gas produced by horizontal gas re. 
torts by introducing steam during the later stages of carboni. 
sation have practically been completed. The setting of 
narrow brick retorts designed at the Station, which in the 
last 44 years have been undergoing an endurance test, shows 
little deterioration, and a setting of retorts to this design 
has been erected by the South Yorkshire Chemical Works, 
Limited, at Rotherham. 


At the request of the War Office an investigation has beén 
made at the Fuel Research Station with the object of pr. 
ducing active carbon for gas masks from British coal. The 
knowledge possessed by the Station concerning the carboni- 
sation process and the properties of various coals has 
enabled successful results to be achieved after very little 
special work. 


I.XPERIMENTS WITH CANNEL COAL IN SCOTLAND 


An interesting investigation has been carried out in co 
operation with the Edinburgh Corporation Gas Department 
on the carbonisation of high-grade cannel coal, a shaly 
material associated with coal seams in Scotland. During 
this 22,000 tons of cannel were carbonised in Scotland and 
the samples of the products examined at the Fuel Research 
Station. Besides giving a high yield of gas, as much as 
40 to 50 gallons of tar was obtained per ton of cannel 
treated. It was found that this tar, unlike vertical retort 
tar from bituminous coal, was as amenable for the produc- 
tion of motor spirit by hydrogenation as low-temperature 
tar. 

Moror Spirit FRoM Tar 


In connection with the conversion of tar into motor spirit 
and fuel oils the Report states that the semi-commercial 
scale plant erected by the Fuel Research Station designed 
for the treatment of 200 to 400 gallons of raw material a 
day has worked satisfactorily during the year. This plant 
was erected with two objects in view. The first of these 
was to work out a technique and method of operation 
applicable to a large-scale plant. The second entailed the 
examination of the effect of variables such as temperature, 
pressure, etc., to correlate the results obtained with those 
from small-scale laboratory plants and ultimately to deter- 
mine the best working conditions for various raw materials. 
The first objective has now been accomplished and work is 
now in progress on the second objective. 


PULVERISED FUEL 


Good results are being obtained in connection with the 
use of pulverised fuel for steam raising, both in the indus- 
trial plants at the Station and in commercial plants, with 
the pulverised fuel grid-burner developed by the Station and 
the device for dividing a stream of air-borne pulverised fuel 
into two equal parts for the supply to two furnaces. Greatly 
increased loads on a Lancashire boiler have been obtained. 
A second-hand marine boiler has been erected at the Fuel 
Research Station for the study of the properties desirable 
in bunker coal, and experiments will be made at a later 
date on pulverised fuel firing and on the use of suspensions 
of coal in oil,

OVERSEA TRADE IN AUGUST 


The report on oversea trade of Australia for August, 
1936, recently made available by the Commonwealth Statis- 
tician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise in

(3 per cent. ), and exports of merchandise were £stg. 4,663,000 
in August, 1936, as compared with £stg.4,313,000 in August, 
1935, an increase of £stg.350,000 (8 per cent.). Imports 
of merchandise for the first two months of the year 1936.37 
were £stg.15,749,000, as compared with £stg.13,610,000 for 
the first two months of 1935-36, an increase of 
£Lstg.2,139,000 (16 per cent.), while exports of merchandise 
were £stg.9,953,000, as against £stg.9,540,000, an increase 
of £stg.413,000 (4 per cent.). 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


The unfavourable commodity balance of trade in August, 
1936, was £stg.2,723,000, as compared with an unfavourable 
balance of £stg. 2 854 ,000 in August, 1935. Includin 
bullion and specie, an unfavourable balance of £stg.2,149,000 
was recorded in August, 1936, against an unfavourable 
balance of £stg.2,198,000 in August, 1935. 


The unfavourable commodity balance of trade for the 
first two months of 1936-37 was £stg.5,796,000, as compared 
with a commodity balance of £stg.4, 070 000 for the first two 
months of 1935-36. Including bullion and specie, the un- 
favourable balance for the first two months of 1936-37 was 
£stg.4,061,000, against an unfavourable balance of 
£stg.2,759,000 for the first two months of 1935-36.

THE EXCHANGE POSITION AND FOREIGN 
TRADE 


(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy) 


Rio DE JANEIRO 


The general situation of exchange in Brazil has changed 
considerably since July 2, 1936, when the official quotation 
of the Bank of Brazil at the ‘‘ free’’ market rate stood at 
Rs. 87$500 to the £, and the Bank was only able to main- 
tain its payments with some difficulty. The gradual release 
of cotton stocks from Sao Paulo for export, assisted by 
shipments of fruit and articles of lesser importance im- 
proved the value of the milreis steadily by approximately 
100 Reis per £ sterling per day, until July 15, when it 
stood at Rs. 86$200. 

It remained at this figure until the end of July, and the 
tate throughout the month of August was steady at 
Rs, 86$000, until September 2, when a further tendency 
to improvement was evident. It transpired later that 
although the foreign cover available from exports was only 
suficient for the requirements of imports, large sums had 
been transferred from France by concerns which had fore- 
seen the devalorisation of the franc. At the same time funds 
were also transferred from the United States to finance 
further cotton production in Brazil. 

These imports of capital provided the Bank of Brazil 
with surplus funds by means of which the milreis was 
further valorised and at the same time enabled the Bank 
to meet all demands for payment of imports. The rate 
slowly improved until it reached Rs. 85$700 to the £ on 
September 12, at which rate the Bank of Brazil offered to 
make remittances for public utility companies and others 
Possessing funds awaiting transfer. These were to be 
divided up and spread over a period which could be 
suspended at any time. 

The rates were firm at this figure until September 26, 
When for the remainder of the month quotations were 
suspended, pending the settlement of the question of the 
new value of the franc. Even though no official quotations

were furnished, remittances for imports continued to be 
made at Rs. 85$700 until the new basis of the franc/dollar/ 
pound parity was finally decided. 


THE CHANGE IN CuRRENCY Basis 


On October 1 it became known that the United States 
dollar would be taken as the base for Brazilian currency 
and the rate on London immediately dropped to Rs. 85$000 
to the £. No confusion was caused during the period of 
suspension of rates and no delay in remittances occurred, 
the Bank of Brazil continuing to sell pounds sterling at 
Rs. 85$700 during the close period. This confirmed the 
generally accepted opinion in local financial circles that the 
Bank possessed ample funds abroad on which it could draw. 
During October a steady exchange business was done with 
more sellers of sterling than buyers and the milreis 
gradually hardened until on the last day of that month the 
rate was quoted at Rs. 83$200 to the £. It is possible that 
the change over to the dollar from the franc has assisted in 
the improvement in the milreis at the beginning of October, 
but the firm position of the milreis at the end of that 
month could not be attributed to this cause. 

It is evident that the present exchange position in Brazil 
is one of easiness. None of the delays customary up to 
recent months are being experienced in remitting and it 
would seem that the situation of foreign payments is, for 
the present, one of affluence. How long the influx of foreign 
money will continue and how far undervaluation of exports 
on the one hand and the compensation of payments scheme 
with Germany will affect the balance of commercial pay- 
ments, is a matter impossible to forecast at present.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE,

According to the official returns of trade with individual 
countries, the value of French imports from foreign 
countries in the first ten months of this year amounted to 
13,918 million francs, as against 12,804 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1935, an increase of 1,114 million 
frs., or 8-7 per cent. There was a rise in imports from 
29 countries, the most considerable being 437 million frs. 
in the case of the United States and 112 million frs. in 
that of Spain, and a fall in imports from the other ten 
countries separately shown in the returns, amounting for 
Italy to 239 million frs. Imports from French overseas 
possessions stood at 5,759 million frs., as against 4,443 
million frs., an increase of 1,317 million frs., or 29-6 per 
cent. 

The value of exports to foreign countries was 8,056 million 
frs., as against 8,821 million frs., a decrease of 765 million 
frs., or 87 per cent. There was a fall in exports to 20 
countries, including Germany (458 million frs.), Italy (404 
million frs.) and Switzerland (112 million frs.), and a rise 
in those to 19 countries. Exports to French overseas 
possessions amounted to 4,041 million frs., as against 3,958 
million frs., a rise of 83 million frs., or 2-1 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an adverse balance of 5,862 million frs. for the first ten 
months of 1936, as against 3,983 million frs. for the same 
period of 1935, while as regards overseas possessions the 
adverse balance stood at 1,718 million frs., as against 484 
million frs. 

Imports from Great Britain, compared with those for the 
first ten months of 1935, advanced by 79 million frs., or 
6-1 per cent., and exports to the same country rose by

223 million frs., or 17-2 per cent. The balance of Franco. 
British trade stood at 137 million frs. in favour of France, 
as against 6} million frs. in favour of Great Britain during 
the corresponding period of 1935. Great Britain ranked 
fourth in importance after Algeria, the United States and 
Germany in the list of supplying countries, and second 
after Algeria in the list of purchasing countries.

The trade figures for the half year under review indicate 
a revival of the export trade to France, which rises from 
167 million frs. in the first half of 1935 to 318 million frs. 
jn 1936. On the other hand, exports shipped to Hong Kong 
and China fell from’ 323 million frs. in the first half of 1935 
to 112 million frs. in the first six months of the current 
year. This fall is due in great measure to the drop in the 
demand for rice. 

Other markets in Asia showing an improvement are 
Japan, 27 million frs. in 1936, against 24 million frs. in 
1935; Singapore, 60 million frs. (54 million frs.) ; and India, 
%5 million frs. (16-5 million frs.). Shipments to the 
Philippine Islands, which had greatly fallen off during 
previous years, exceeded 8 million frs. in value during the 
frst half of 1936. Exports to the Dutch East Indies show 
adecline of 8 million frs., against 24 million frs., as also do 
those to Siam, 3 million frs., as against 4-5 million frs. 

Exports to French colonies show an increase in value, 
35 million frs. in 1936, as compared with 23 million frs. in 
1935 and 19 million frs. in 1934. 

The majority of European countries, except Germany and 
Holland, reduced their purchases. The United States, on 
the other hand, show an appreciable increase, almost 
entirely due to rubber, 40 million frs., as compared with 
% million frs. 

Source or Imports 


On the import side, France remains practically at the same 
level from year to year, purchasing about 55 per cent. of 
the total. Among French Colonies, Algeria records a slight 
rise. 

Imports from India and Japan show an increase, but those 
from Singapore a decrease.

UNITED KINGDOM—YUGOSLAVIA 
TRADE AND PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


A Trade and Payments Agreement was signed between 
the Government of the United Kingdom and the Govern. 
ment of Yugoslavia on November 27, 1936, and will come 
into force not later than January 1, 1937. The text of 
this Agreement is reproduced as Appendix A. 

Licences will, as hitherto, be required for the importa. 
tion of certain articles from the United Kingdom into 
Yugoslavia and for convenience of reference a list of 
articles subject to restriction is reprinted as Appendix B, 
It is understood that there will be an issue of licences for 
December, 1936, and that subsequent issues will be on g 
quarterly basis. 

Goods of the classes subject to restriction and imported 
into Yugoslavia under licences issued on or after Janu. 
ary 1, 1937, must be accompanied by Certificates of United 
Kingdom Origin or of Re-export from the United Kingdom, 
as the case may be. The form of the appropriate certif. 
cates will be published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal.” 


APPENDIX A 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN His Magsesty’s GOVERNMENT IN THE 
Unitep KINGDOM AND THE GOVERNMENT OF YUGOSLAVIA 
REGARDING TRADE AND PAYMENTS 


London, November 27, 1936 

The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and the Government of Yugoslavia, desiring 
to facilitate and extend trade and commerce between the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland on 
the one hand and the Kingdom of Yugoslavia on the other, 
have agreed as follows :— 

ARTICLE 1 


The Government of Yugoslavia undertake to issue sufficient 
licences for the importation into Yugoslavia of all goods grown, 
produced, manufactured in or re-exported from the United 
Kingdom in respect of which import restrictions are or may 
subsequently be imposed, and the total value of the licences so 
to be issued shall depend on the total value of exports from 
Yugoslavia to the United Kingdom. They will also issue per- 
mits for the purchase of the free foreign exchange required for 
payment in full at the due date for all such goods and for 
incidental payments arising from the purchase of such goods, 
including freight, insurance and commission. 

In this article the expression “‘ free foreign exchange” 
means sterling or currency, other than Yugoslavian currency, 
the conversion of which into sterling is not subject to any 
restriction. 


ARTICLE 2 


All goods imported into Yugoslavia under import licences 
issued on or after January 1, 1937, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article 1 of this Agreement shall be required by the 
Government of Yugoslavia to be accompanied by certificates of 
United Kingdom origin or of re-export from the United King- 
dom, as the case may be, issued by a United Kingdom Chamber 
of Commerce or other body or person authorised by the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom. 


ARTICLE 3 


(1) The present Agreement shall be ratified and the ratifica- 
tion shall be exchanged at Belgrade as soon as possible. 

(2) The Agreement shall come into force on the exchange of 
ratifications, and shall remain in force until June 30, 1937. If, 
however, ratifications shall not have been exchanged by Janu- 
ary 1, 1937, the Agreement shall come into force provisionally 
on that date, subject to termination in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph 3 of this article. 

(3) In case neither of the Contracting Governments shall have 
given notice to the other three months before June 30, 1937, 
of its intention to terminate the Agreement, the Agreement 
shall remain in force until the expiration of three months after 
the date on which either Contracting Government shall have 
given to the other notice of termination through the diplomatic 
channel. 

ARTICLE 4 


The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation signed at London 
on May 12, 1927, and the Exchange of Notes of the same date 
remain in force. 

_For so long as this Agreement remains in operation the pro- 
visions of that Treaty and Exchange of Notes shall be construed 
subject to the provisions of this Agreement in relation to the 
matters and to the territories to which this Agreement applies. 

In faith whereof the undersigned being duly authorised to 
this effect by their respective Governments have signed the 
present Agreement. 

Done in London, in duplicate, this 27th day of November, 
1936, in the English language. 

A translation shall be made into the Serbian language as soom 
as possible, and in case of divergence the English text shall 
prevail, as the negotiations were carried out in that language.

QUOTA ON PNEUMATIC MOTOR CAR TYRES 
(OUTER COVERS)

the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 13 (page 241), the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘Control of Imports 
(Quota No. 19, Third Period) Order, 1936,’’ made by the 
Irish Free State Executive Council on November 20, which 
appoints the period February 1 to September 30, 1937, as 
the ‘‘ Third period ’’ under the original Order relating to 
the quotas on pneumatic motor car tyres (outer covers), 
and fixes the quota for the period at 100 articles.

NEW ZEALAND 


EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN METALS FROM 
PRIMAGE DUTY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the New 
ealand ‘‘ Customs Primage Order, 1936, No. 2,’? which 
exempts the following goods from primage duty on importa- 
tion into New Zealand, from September 1, 1936 :— 


Copper, iron, lead, tin and other metal, in billets, 
blooms, ingots or pigs. 


Lead in ingots or pigs was previously exempt from primage 
duty. 

Primage duty of 3 per cent. ad valorem is normally pay- 
able on goods which are otherwise free of Customs duty. 
The abovementioned goods are free of Customs duty from all 
countries.

The ‘Straits Settlements Government Gazette’’ of 
November 6, 1936, contains a copy of Notification No. 3028 
which prohibits, as from May 1, 1937, the importation into 
Straits Settlements, except for transhipment, of whisky 
which is not accompanied by a certificate issued by the 
proper Customs authority of the country of origin to the 
effect that it has been stored in wood for a period of not 


* less than three years.

SECOND SCHEDULE

TRANS-JORDAN 
[MPORT OF CEREALS AND MILLET 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.” of Octo- 
ber 24, 1935 (page 586), the High Commissioner reports 
that the importation of the following limited quantities of 
wheat, barley and millet for sowing purposes has been 
authorised, viz.: 4,500 tons of wheat, 3,000 tons.of barley 
and 450 tons of millet. The issue of the import permits 
by the Director of Customs and Trade will be spread over a 
period of two or three months. 


FOREIGN 
FRANCE 
IMPORT OF FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 24 announces 
that imports of fresh or frozen brill, bass, sturgeon, grey 
mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and turbot (ex Tariff No. 
45) into France from the United Kingdom may be resumed 
as from that date. 


IMPORT OF SOLID MINERAL FUELS 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of Octo- 
ber 22 (page 597) regarding the quotas for the import of 
solid mineral fuels into France, it should be noted that the 
French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of November 29 announces that 
licences will be issued for the month of December on the 
basis of twice those for the month of November.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded a translation of a Ministerial Decree (No.

PORTUGAL 
IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN WOOL UNDER 
DRAWBACK 

The ‘‘ Diario do Govérno ”’ (Lisbon) of November 10 con- 
iains a Decree (No. 27166) of the same date, which 
aithorises the import into Portugal under the ‘‘ drawback ”’ 
ystem, for a period of 90 days, of washed raw wool in- 
ended for export in the form of fabrics, either in the piece 
made up, after having been carded, spun and woven, 
aid of combed wool (rovings) intended for export after 
laving been prepared and spun. 

The drawback to be refunded will be equal to the import 
duties on 100 kilogs. of raw or combed wool, as the case 
nay be, for each 80 kilogs. of woollen fabrics or 93 kilogs. 
of woollen yarn exported under the terms of the Decree. 


ROUMANIA 
COMPENSATION TRADE 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the“ B.T.1.” of September 3 (page 355), H.M. Representa- 
tive at Bucharest has reported the publication of a 
Roumanian Cabinet Minute, under which approval will be 
withheld from applications for permits for compensation 
transactions in goods not included on the lists ‘‘ A’ and 
“B.”’ Compensation exports under permits already ap- 
proved may be continued up to February 1, 1937, while the 
proceeds in foreign exchange must be used for the compen- 
siting imports before April 1, 1937.

20) was imposed on each 
ilog. gross of cigarettes imported into Venezuela; this tax 
levied in addition to the Customs duty. A tax of one 
and a half (14) centimos was also imposed on each cigarette 
manufactured in Venezuela.

The British Standards Institution has just issued revised 
copies of the British Standard Specifications Nos. 265, 266 
and 267, for Cold-Rolled Brass Sheets and Strip of the three 
compositions which are most important to users and also a 
new composite Specification bearing three B.S. Nos. 711, 712 
and 713, for three qualities of gilding metal. All the Specifica- 
tions cover material up to 3 s.w.g. (0-252 in.) in thickness and 
include foil. 

The work of the Institution in the revision of the three 
earlier Specifications and in the preparation of the new com- 
posite specification, was greatly facilitated by a Joint Com- 
mittee of the Trade which undertook the technical research 
necessary. They were members of the Cold-Rolled Brass and 
Copper Association, and they carried through, in co-operation, 
between 500 and 700 tests, based upon brass specially prepared 
to the compositions being studied, in order to make sure 0 
all the facts upon which the Specifications are based. This 
Committee held a large number of meetings, at which its 
members’ results were examined and compared. When the 
work of this Committee came to the Institution it received 
a further examination, largely from the point of view of users, 
and alterations necessary were then agreed. Users of the 
four specifications may feel that they have in their hands the 
result of much valuable work.

5307), 
United Kingdom beneficiaries in whose favour lire sums 
have been deposited with the Istituto Nazionale per i Cambi 
on l’Estero may in certain cases (vide para. 2) request that 
sich deposits or any part thereof, instead of being trans- 
ferred through the Clearing, shall be credited to a Conto 
loro Vecchio in lire at an Italian bank authorised to trans- 
act exchange operations, to be utilised in Italy in accordance 
vith the regulations in force for such accounts.
